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CITY DRAWS 

FIRST BLOOD 

IN BALDWIN WATER SUIT 


Judge Monroe Overrules the Demurrer 
Entered by Attorneys for 
Baldwin Estate 

The city of Sierra Mailre has won the 
first victory in the condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings brought against the Baldwin 
estate for the water rights of the latter 
in the Little Santa Anita canyon. And 
it is a very substantial victory, too. 
Judge Monroe, before whom the case is 
being tried in the superior court, on 
Monday overruled the demurrer filed by 
the Baldwin attorneys against the origi¬ 
nal complaint of the city. 

The case is now ordered to trial. The 
Baldwin attorneys were given ten days 
in which to prepare their answer to the 
original petition of the city. Inasmuch 
as the demurrer contained about every 
possible legal objection to the conten¬ 
tions of the city the decision of Judge 
Monroe is regarded as vitally important. 
Since municipalities are given almost 
unlimited power to condemn water 
rights it now seems to lie a matter of 
presenting the material facts in the case 
which will not be as difficult as answer¬ 
ing the numerous legal points raised in 
the demurrer. Some of the points raised 
in the demurrer had never been tested 
in the courts before. City Attorney 
Madden has been assited by Leslie R. 
Hewitt, city attorney of Los Angeles, 
who will continue to act in an advisory 
capacity while the proceedings are in 
progress. 

City Engineer Bixby is at work pre¬ 
paring a map of the Little Santa Anita 
canyon, showing stream, tunnels, pipe 
lines and division box for use in the 
trial of the case.

Rentals from the building during the 
past year have been such as to fully 
justify the foresight of the ladies in 
supplying such an auditorium and social 
center for the community. An inter¬ 
esting and gratifying feature of the af¬ 
fairs of the building association is the 
fact that the Woman’s Club is by far 
the largest shareholder, and is adding 
to its holdings as fast as funds are 
raised. At present more than 125 shares 
of stock are held by the club.

LIBRARY PATRONAGE GROWS 

The wisdom of establishing the Sierra 
Madre public library as a free municipal 
institution has been clearly demonstrated 
during the short period that has now 
interevened since the library w T as formal¬ 
ly taken over by the municipal board. 
3Jrs. Wheatly, the librarian, reports that 
the number of card holders increased 
by just fifty during the first two weeks. 

It has long been neld by some that 
the nominal membership fees of the old 
association were so small as to keep no 
one from the enjoyment of the library 
privileges. Whether it is the putting 
of the library on a free basis or not 
which is responsible for the increased 
patronage does not matter so much as 
the fact that the library is being used 
mpre than ever before. That is the 
thing chiefly to be desired. 

With the library on a solid basis and 
with an assured income for running ex¬ 
penses and the purchase of additional 
books from time to time its usefulness 
to the public should increase rapidly 
and constantly. The library trustees 
have presented an estimate to the city 
trustees of something like $300 as the 
money required for the months before 
the taxes for the current year will begin 
to come in. The only money on hand at 
present from which the city could pay 
is in the general fund. In view of the 
fact that there are several places al¬ 
ready in sight for every dollar of this 
fund some of the trustees seem in¬ 
clined to doubt the advisability of put¬ 
ting so much into the library from this 
fund. 

It would seem that the amount could J 
be paid in the form of a loan. This 
could be repaid from the proceeds of a 
special library tax which will be levied 
apart from the regular city tax levy, as 
soon as the money comes in in the 
fall. One thing is certain—the city can¬ 
not afford to be penurious with the 
library any more than with the schools. 
To refer to the small amount on which 
the library has been maintained in the 
past, and to what might have happened 
if this and that had been done thus and 
so is beside the question. It merely 
stirs up old animosities which had better 
be forgotten along with the- scare over 
the cyanogen gas in the tail of Halley’s 
comet. 


EL REPOSO BENEFIT 

The entertainment given Monday 
evening by Miss Harriet Lyon for the 
benefit of El Reposo club house attracted 
a fair sized audience to the Woman’s 
Club house and those attending were 
rewarded with a program of unusual 
interest. Miss Lyon’s vocal and violin 
numbers were well received, especially 
the latter. The accompaniments were 
played with excellent taste by Miss 
Helen Wright. The numbers in which 
the Victrola were used were novel and 
ingenious and brought insistent demands 
for encores.

CARTER’S CAMP 
CHANGES HANDS 

$50,000 ANNOUNCED AS THE PRICE 

Eastern Capital to be Spent in Making 

Extensive Improvements—Names 
Not Given Out. 

Carter’s Camp in the Little Santa ,. 
Anita canyon was sold last Saturday to 
eastern buyers, the reported price be¬ 
ing $50,000. The sale was negotiated 
for the Carter estate through Robert 
Marsh & Co., of Los Angeles. The buy¬ 
ers, whose names are unknown even to 
A. N. Carter, have made a large initial 
payment and the papers are in escrow, 
awaiting the arrival of the balance of 
the amount from Chicago. 

Not much information concerning the 
buyers and their plans is available. The 
agents, how'ever, have stated that they 
will spend from $50,000 to $100,000 in 
permanent improvements. This will in¬ 
clude the erection of a large number of 
permanent cottages and some landscape 
work. Arthus N. Carter who has been 
conducting the camp the past two years, 
informs the New's that he has received 
no word regarding the plans of the buy¬ 
ers, but they have made no arrange¬ 
ments with him to conduct the camp in 
the future. Presumably they will take 
charge as soon as the deal is completed. 
He thinks they will probably wait till 
the closing of the camp season in the 
fall before making any radical changes. 

About 65 acres are involved in the 
sale. This includes the land in the can¬ 
yon below the water company’s fence, 
together with the hill just to the east 
and some mountain land which is pretty 
nearly straight up and down. The hill 
on the east of the canyon is a very valu¬ 
able piece of land without considering 
it in connection with the camp. There 
is no finer site anywhere along the foot¬ 
hills for a hotel or palatial country 
home. It is close against the moun¬ 
tains, without being inaccessible. A road 
could be built to it with easy grades all 
the way. The outlook over Sierra 
Madre, the canyon and the San Gabriel 
Valley is magnificent. Undoubtedly this 
site will be utilized in time for some 
such purpose, as it is too unique and 
valuable to be overlooked.

It promises to be one of the 
most entertaining and instructive of the 
year. The program will include a dem¬ 
onstration of cooking and a lecture on 
nutrition. Wherever given it lias aroused 
the keenest interest and enthusiasm. 
The program will begin earlier than 
usual, the hour being set for two-thirty 
and club members have been urged to 
be in their seats promptly.

A COMMUNICATION 

Mr. Editor: — 

There seems to be some misunder¬ 
standing in regard to the object or pur¬ 
pose of examinations in the schools. 

Judging from an article recently pub¬ 
lished in these columns, I infer that the 
public is not familiar with the present 
system of grading. 

I beg to state that preparation for a 
county examination is not the primary 
object of our work. 

The examinations are given on only 
eight months’ work and the children are 
fully aware of the fact that the exam¬ 
inations count for only forty per cent 
and that the remaining sixty per cent 
is taken from their daily work. 

The remaining two, three, or four 
weeks, as the case may be, is the time 
when our best work is done. There is 
one month’s work to be covered besides 
being a time to give those who are 
weak in their work a chance to bring 1 
up their averages. It is a time to clinch 
the whole term’s work. I 

The system of examinations is one 
that has long been debated by edu¬ 
cators and is evidently quite indispen- 
sible, or it would not be universally em¬ 
ployed. 

The mere fact that Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty places the examinations early enough 
that all schools may have them at the 
same time, and before the closing date 
of any, does not in any sense convey the 
idea that the remainder of the term 
is to be or can be wasted. 

Were the examinations given the last 
week of school, the pupils would have 
to write on two or three subjects a 
day, thus preventing careful considera¬ 
tion of each subject. The teachers would 
have to sit up all night every night, 
in order to get the papers corrected, 
the report cards and the promotion 
blanks made out—to say nothing of the 
numerous other reports that must go to 
the Superintendent. 1 

Tn this case the pupils would be obliged 
to come to school one day the follow¬ 
ing week to get their cards and certifi¬ 
cates. 

Trusting this will clear up the “mys¬ 
tery” surrounding the present system,

ORDINANCE NO. 119 


An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Ordering 
Certain Work to Be Done on Suffolk 
Avenue in the Said City of Sierra 
Madre, and Determining That Bonds 
Shall Be Issued to Represent the Cost 
Thereof. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre deems it 
to be required by the public interest and 
convenience and hereby orders that the 
following street work be done, to-wit: 

First: That the said Suffolk Avenue
